HIE STOCK INDUSTRY 
BOOMING IN THE SOUTH 

Baports of Extension Specialists of the 
Department o( Aprlcnltnre Show 
Bapid DeTelopmcnt 

Washington, D. C— The live-stock 
Industry tn the Southern States Is pro- 
grcBslng at a rapid rate. Some of the 
tliinss beef-cattle extcaaion specialists 
of llic I niled Stales Ileparlinent of 
AKiiciilture are doiim to encourage a 
coniliiiiatioM of llvo-sluck production 
with cotton growiiiB are dcricriljod in 
recent reports from the lUld. .\s a 
result of their activities tlioiiBantls of 
pure-bred cattle are being shipped in- 
to every Southern State and carloads 
of fat stock are being sent to live- 
stock markets from farms where cot- 
ton formerly was grown exclusively. 

During a recent month the special- 
ists visited 164 farms In 113 counties 
In the States of Arkansas, Florida. 
Georgia, Mississiiipi. North Carolina. 
South Carolina and Tennessee, and 
traveled ;!:',r>S7 miles to nlve speplllc 
Instructions to farmers and to confer 
with other exleiisiiui worUeis on licef 
production. They atlciuled tin iiicet- 
IngB, held twelve deiiionst rat ions, and 
through their efforts of l-'.i pure-hred 
bulls, 324 pure-bred cows, and l.sa.", 
grade cattle were placed on farms in 
the different States. During the month 
also a general conference was held at 
Memphis, Tenn., which was attended 
by State and Federal representatives 
of the Department of Agriculture, di- 
rectors of State Experiment Stations 
and extension worliers, State agents, 
veterinarians, and others interested In 
promoting more and better live stock 
in the South. 

Among the many duties of ilic lieef 
cattle specialists is to assist with the 
live-stock work in connecliun \4illi 
ilve-Btock shows, and county and Stale 
fairs. They assist breeders in making 
selections of feeding animals for 
shows, in arranging Judging contests 
and demonstrations, and In securing 
better olaysifloations and premiums 
tor worthy exhibits, all of which baa 
been the means of arousing Interest 
and making live-stock exbtbits a more 
attraotlva feature at the fairs. 

11m baet-oattle apeclallsts from Ar- 
kansas made an exhibit at the tri-State 
fair held in Memphis in whi;h was 
shown the iK'st methods of feeding and 
raisiiiK live iituck. Imiiroved cattle- 
feeding sIhmIs, feeding liunks and silos 
were shown toHcther witli a immlicr 
of Instructive placards giving such in- 
formation as suitable fattening rations 
for 1,000-pound steers, and wintering 
rations for the breeding herd. Farm- 
ars were urged to ouU their breeding 
herds at this time of the year and dis- 
poaa of all interior animals. Arkansar 
tarmera, particularly in the rice-grow- 
ing aaotlons where there is abundant 
pasture and plenty of straw, have been 
good buyers of cattle from the drought 
area In the Southwest. 

There are extensive areas In h'tor- 
Ida that are not now being used which 
would ma/.c a large niiinlier of cattle, 
the exlunsion Hpociulists say, tliongh 
the farmers are fast awak>':iinK in Ihi' 
the poBslhllltleK of tlu' live-stock in- 
dustry II is reported that the hold 
Ings of one coinpuny alone would car- 
ry 20,UUii head If completely ullllied.

tie for farmers in both Georgia and 
Florida, and several large shipments 
have already been made from the 

Southwest and other sections, it is 
estimated that 100 carloads will be 
brought into Georgia alone from Tex- 
as this fall. 

Feeding demonstrations rk' ir inr 
arranged on 12 to 16 farms in differeni 
sections of Mississippi, and plans have 
been made to conduct them through 
the cooperation of county and district 
agents. Special attention will lie given 
to demonstrations In pasturing velvet 
hears, and velvet beans and com. 

Orders have been placed for more 
than .'in carloads of breeders stock to 
be shipped from the Southwest to 
\orih Carolina and the total number 
purchased will unrldnhledly far ex- 
ceed this niinilier. There is also mncl: 
interest in the pnrcliasini; of I'lire- 
bred bulls, ami exleu'^ion si>ecialistv 
are planning to hold sevcial (onsi;n- 
ment sales in the State in an effort tn 
meet the demand. As a means of fur- 
ther stimulating the beef-cattle in- 
dustry a campaign Is being conducted 
for the building of silos and Improv- 
ing the pastures in the State. 

In South Carolina also the demand 
for pure-hred stock as well as steers 
for fall and winter feeding. far_e\- 
ceeds the available supply. In a num- 
ber of locniitles committees of repre- 
sentative fanners, accompanied by 
specialists, have «(>ne into olhei Slate? 
to purchase lireedins sl<i<'k. At a re 
cent ilishui sciacnl sale of '1\ head of 
puri'-breil calili', L'l of the animals re- 
mained In the State, the farmers be 
Ing anxious to retain them to build up 
their herds. 

Arrangements were made by Ten- 
nessee stockmen with the Union Stock 
Yards Company in Nashville for hold- 
ing the annual sale of the Middle Ten- 
nessee Breeders' Association at the 
yards. The company provided stall 
space for the cattle, a sale ring, and 
In other ways helped make the sale 
a success. The farmers of the Slate 
are mucli inlcrested ill pasture im- 
provement and the keeping of live 

slock as a means of meeting the labor 

shortage.

Through Increased production and 
conservation we will bo able this year 
to export seven times our pre-war 
average e.xpiirts of pork products. 
With the heavy demands added in car 
Ing for the mllllong who have been 
freed from Qermnn oppression, the 
Department of Agrlcaltnre and the 
Food Administration are Justified to- 
day In our every action of stimulation 
of hog production. In the coming year 
the greatesl world sliorlnge will be in 
fals. iind p(trk will help to save this 
slliiHtion. The etlicHi'y of the policy 
of stimulated production has built up 
In this country supplies which will en- 
able ns to supply a very large part of 
the fat deflclency of the world. In 
beef there must be s shortsge in Eu- 
rope, due largely to limited refrigera- 
tor ship capacity. All freezer ships 
available, however, will be tilled by 
America, Argentine and Australia. 

The contribution made by the pro- 
ducers of this country to the war pro- 
gram as applying particularly to ani- 
mal food products Is Illustrated by the 
following; 

Iteports compiled by the D. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture indicate an 
im rease In cattle of J0,238,(X)0 head 
and I'J.tll.OtX) boss. These figures 
were compiled to January 1 last. 

In this period there was a decrease 
in sheep of 810,000 hekd. The Indica- 
tions are that this decrease will show 
an Increase, according to recent re- 
ports. 

Since Jsnusry 1 unofllclal Informa- 
tion indicates an Increase In hou's of 
mil less than S per cent, anil not 
mure than Ifi p(-r cent, as compared 
with one year uko. with an increase la 
the average weight. 

Following the request of the tT. S. 
Food Administration for an increase 
In hog production for marketing In the 
fall et 1918 and the spring of lUlO the 
increase may yield not less than 1,600,- 

000. 000 pounds more of pork products 
than were available last year. With- 
out this Increase Ibf shijipliij; pro>;ram 
arranged by Mr.. Hoover regarding an- 
imal food products would have been 
Impossible. 

The dressed hog products during the 
three months ending September 80, 
iniT, amounted to 003,172,000 pounds, 
while for the corresponding months of 
I'.M.S the dressed bog products totaled 

1. J77,.^89.000, an Increase of over 374,- 
000,000 pounds for the qiiKrtcr. 

During the same period for 1S117 the 
records of Inspected slaughter of 
dressed beet showed l,2a'<,000.00ii 
pounds as against 1,454,000,000 pounds 
for the three month period ending 
September 1, this year.

With prophetic vision Mr. Hurley 
long ago saw signs of any enemy at- 
tack upon our motives for nphuildini:

His 
statement waa a complete anawer to 
any and all efforta of enemy propa- 
ganda along thla line.

"To carry out her preat iiiililary 
program America is buildiiii; a larfre 
fleet of transpoits and food ships.

"Guarantees of fair deallni; In this 
matter are found In Amerlca'a unself- 
ish policy in flghting for democracy, 
in I'resldent Wilson's devotion to the 
cause of humnnlly, and also In Amer- 
ica's past record. 

"I'resldent Wilson luis deiiionsi rated 
to the world that the people of the 
Cnlted States are not flghting for the 
parmenency of their own liberty alone 
but for the liberty of civilization ev- 
erywhere. It la unthinkable that a na- 
tion flghting shoulder to shoulder with 
other great democracies suouTd, after 
the war, turn Ita resources against 
them for trade conquests of the very 
kind which were largely Instrumental 
In bringing on the war.

The Food Conservation Pledge was 
read and adopted In the churches of 
Maysville Sunday, Docenilier S 

The purpose of Food Conservation 
Work for World Relief was, llrsl. (o 
reach every individual In every com- 
ntunity in the United States with the 
message of the world's need for food 
and of America's opportunity by care- 
ful oooBomy In the use ot her food 
stores to supply this need, and second 
that a report of the results of the 
campaign be tiled at Washington. 

Tliiil the rnitod Slates Food .\dinin- 
islratiou uiighl know that the niossiigo 
li;)d reached tho people and what re- 
sponse the people made, a pledge was 
sent out to be submitted at mass meet- 
ings in every community, with the re- 
quest that a report of the action taken 
on the pledge be Immediately sent to 
the State Federal Food Director, who 
will report for his state to Washin:: 
Ion, thus furnishing the Head of the 
I'nlted States Food Administration 
data upon which to have further ac- 
tion. 

Because of health conditions In this 
county, tho Food Adminislralor and 
Food Conservation Chalrni.ui have not 
felt encouraged to hold mass meet- 
ings, nut desiring llial reports should 
he made from Mason count;" and tli.il 
our people should have opportunity 
to pledge the Pood Admlnis'rntlon 
thoir local co-opcratlon in the vast 
humanitarian effort of sending to Eu- 
rope for the next twelve months a 
steady supply of food, they asked 
that the following statement and ap- 
peal be read wherever groups of peo- 
ple are gathered. 

Stntomont And Appeal 

"The food supidies of the world 
have lieeu steadily lossi'Ming. It Is 
tho impact of this slinii;mo which ha;, 
knocked at every door in the rnltcil 
States." 

"We hold It In our power and ours 
alone, to keen the wolf from the 
door of the world. This duty Is wider 
than war — It Is as wide as our hu- 
manity."
